In the spring of 1863, during the pain 
of America’s Civil War, the women of Col¬ 
umbus, Mississippi, took time to lay flow¬ 
ers on the graves of their Confederate war 
dead. As they finished carefully attending 
these graves, they noticed the graves of Un¬ 
ion dead, fallen on the same field on battle. 

Though the names of these dear ladies 
have been lost to the ravages of time, their 
contribution to America’s history has be¬ 
come permanent. The healing from the ter¬ 
rible war began at the moment they laid the 
first handful of flowers on the graves of the 
Union soldiers. 

Their small gesture soon spread. A 
Union veterans organization, the Grand 
Army of the Republic, issued General Or¬ 
der No. 11 designating a special day of 
remembrance to honor the fallen from the 
Civil War. 

Originally called "Decoration Day" by 
the New York legislature in 1873, other 
states began to acknowledge this special 
day. In 1882, the holiday became known as 
Memorial Day. It is on this day we recog¬ 
nize the sacrifice of more than 1,163,000 
dead from all of America’s wars. In 1973, 
Memorial Day was officially established as 
the last Monday in May. 

As we move toward another Memorial 
Day in a nation at peace, we must look past 
the white crosses in rows, the beautiful 
flowers and the mournful bugler blowing 
"Taps" at our local cemetery. 

We must pause to remind ourselves and 
our children of those who made the ultimate 
sacrifice. It was their sacrifice that enables 
us to live as we do. 

Freedom has a dear price. On this 30th 
of May, 1994, we must turn our thoughts, 
however momentarily, to those who paid 
that price. We owe them a debt that can be 
repaid irj only one way. We must rededicate 
ourselves to the best and highest use of the 
freedoms they have purchased with their 
lives.
